his Grace held ſeveral Councils of War, with the

the 18th Inſtant by break of day, at Neerheſpen and 
Hifleſheim. In order to this, his Grace agreed with 


General Aſeverquerque, that he ſhould paſs rhe Mabai- 


gne with the Dutch Army, to make the Enemy be- 
lieve that he deſign'd to attack them on that fide ; 


and by this Stratagem to draw the greateſt part of their 
Forces thither. 


This being executed by my Lord 
Auverquerque, the Duke of Marlborough ſent a De- 


tachment of 20 Battalions and 38 Squadrons, to begin

The Cavalry, which was 


Wing, and charg'd the Enemy wich fo much gallantry, | "71 


that after a ſharp fight, they were oblidged to give 


ground and retire towards Namure, with the lots of 


500 Men killed on the Spot, and about 5009- more 
taken and wounded; and his Grace having ſent a De- 
tachment of Dragoons in purſuit of them, they killed 
abundance of them, and took great part of their Bag- 
gad ge. The loſs on our ſide was very unconſiderable. 
My Lord Duke of Marlborough did afterwards ſend a 

Detachment to Tillemont, which took that Town, 
and the Regiment of Monluc, which was in it, was made 
Priſoners of War. His Grace and my Lord Auver- 
querque came afterwards, and took their quarters in 
that Town, which is about a league in Circumfe- 
rence. 


On the 19th in the Morning, having left 2 Engliſh 


Battalions in Tillemont,we marched towards Lovain, 
and arrived before that place betimes. The Enemies 
Army having alſo Marched that way, there happened 
ſeveral Skirmiſhes betwixt their Rear and our Van- 
guard, and had we marched Two hours ſooner, we 
thould in all probability, have ruind their whole 
Foot, and taken all their Baggage; however our Party 
have, yeſterday and to day, brought in above 3000 
Priſoners, beſides Deſerters, who come over to us in 
great numbers. Their Army is at preſent in view of 
ours, the River Diile being betwixt us, and ſince they 
make a great Fire upon us from the Ramparts ef Lovain. 
It's ſaid our Generalls are reſolved to paſs the River to 
Night or to Morrow to endeavour to bring them to a 
Battel, and for that end we are lay ing Bridges over it. 
Ic would ſeem the French are not willing to ſurrender 
the Town to us ſpeegily, becauſe of the great Maga- 
zines they bave there, but we hope they']1 be obliged 
to it, and with the Aſſiſtance and bleſſing of God, who 
has hitherto appeared viſibly for us, it is not like to 
be the laſt place that we ſhal take from the Enemy this 
Campagin.Our Generals have commanded ſome Thou- 
ſands of reaſants to raiſe the Enemies Lines. 
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-Principally to Act, being commanded by Lieutenant- 
General Lumley and Licutenant-General Hompeſch. 

On the 17th in the Morning, my Lord Auverquer- 

que paſs'd the Mehaigne; at nine a Clock in the E- 
veming the Detachment ſent by the Duke of Marl- 

| borough march'd towards Hilleſheim, my Lord Duke 
follow'd at 10 a Clock with the whole Army, and then 

my Lord Auvei querque repaſs'd the Mehaigne to joyn 
him, as it had been agreed before-hand; ſo that the 
two Armies march'd in on Body all Nigbt. On the 

18 about four in the Morning General Noyells arriv- 

ed with his Detachment at the Lines, and having im-
